A lone bandit early Monday obtain- 
ed $1,711.50 at the United Provision 
company, 14 North  KSroad street. 
while a pair of rs looted the 
eash register of th@’@National Shirt 
Shops, Inc.,. at 38 Marietta street, of 
about $100 a few hours later. 

Detective John W. Lowe, in charge 


of the police investigation of the hold- 
ups, believes that at least one of the 
rebberies, the National Shirt Shop 
holdup, was perpetrated by bandits 
who Saturday afternoon held up a 
Piedmont avenue A&P store and 
escaped with $700. The lone bandit 
who executed the United Provision 
company robbery also fits the descrip- 
tion given of a bandit who has been 
operating in Atlanta for several weeks, 
numbering among his victims two 
Peachtree stree: retail stores. 

L. I. Frankel, proprietor of the 

United Provision company, had just 
opened his business for the day at 5 
o clock Monday morning when the 
bandit entered. Frankel said he was 
in the rear of the store 
morning newspaper and did not see the 
robber as he came through the front 
door. 
“The ‘first thing I.-knew the robber 
was standing over me pointing a blue- 
steel pistol in my face,” Frankel told 
the police. “He commanded me to 
open the safe and turn the contents 
over to him.” 

The money in the safe was the re- 
ceipts for the business of the last two 
days of last week, Frankel said, add- 
ing that it was his custom to keep 
well supplied with cash -during the 
heavy Saturday run. He told the po- 
lice he would be able to identify the 
bandit.

London, December 31.—(4)—Sal- 
vation army sources admitted today 
that when, the high council assembles 
January 8 a definite attempt will be 


made to remove general Bramwell 
Booth as commander-in-chief.. If this 
succeeds, the cougcil will then be 
faced with the duty of electing his 
successor. 

Evangeline Booth, sister of the 
general and commander of the. army 
in the United States and its posses- 
sions, has been ‘discussing with coun- 
cil members who already are on the 
ground, her program for constitution- 
al reforms. Several of these early 
delegates have openly stated that they 
would like to see her succeed to her 
brother’s position. 

Certain conservatives, on the other 
hand, view with disfavor the idea of 
having a woman at the head of the 
vast organization, although they ex- 
press admiration of Commander Eva's 
ability and acknowledge that her 40 
years’ experience has been of out- 
standing service to the army.

Sapelo island, off the coast of Gear- 
gia, where President Coolidge is spend- 
ing Christmas yacation is desc 
in the following bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C. headquarters of the 
National Geographic society : 

The bulletin is based on a communi- 
cation to the society from its vice 
president, John Oliver La Gorce. He 
was a recent visitor at Sapelo and 
other of the historic islands along 
Georgia's coast which figure in the 
earliest episodes of new world history 
from the Spaniards of De Soto’s time, 
through the era of buccaneers, down 


to civil war times. 
One of Famous “Sea Islands.” 


“Sapelo is a typical member of the 
group of famous ‘sea islands’ that 
stretch along the coast of lower South 
Carolina avd Georgia. With its fel- 
lows, Jekyl, St. Catherine (Santa Cat- 
alina), St. Simon, and others, it’ was 
the original home of the sea-island 
cotton which has been noted since Co- 
lonial days for its long, fiber. 


“In this region, along the coast, 
begin ‘the American tropics’. ‘The 
gnarled old live-oaks hang. with long 
festoons of moss, while underneath 
grow luxuriant vines and shrubs. 


“The rare, old-world charm of Sa- 
pelo island dawns upon the visitor al- 
most from the first moment of reach- 
ing its hospitable shores from the not 
too distant mainland of Georgia. The 
splendid stretch of sandy beach on the 
east seems to reach out from forest 
glades and claim fellowship with the 
kindly Atlantic which rolls in with ev- 
ery change of tide across a thousand 
yards of hard-packed sand as level 
as a well-kept boulevard. 


Forest Little Changed. 


“Sapelo’s thousands of acres of 
moss-hung forest are almost as they 
were in the days of Spanish occupa- 
tion centuries ago save for the skill- 
fully conceived yet unobtrusive roads 
and bridle paths that traverse the 
isle, thus affording comfortable access 
to all parts of the domain.

‘“Sapelo island is about eight miles 
long, or counting Blackbeard island, 
which is separated from it only by a 
narrow marsh, nearly 11 miles. The 
width varies from two to four miles. 
On the sea side is a sandy beach. Be- 
hind this the interior is heavily wovud- 
ed save where farms have been hewn 
out. On the west or landward side 
are broad marshes threaded by nu- 
merous creeks. Chief of these is the 
Duplin river which has relatively deep 
water and serves as a means of water 
communication between the island and 
the mainland. Between the island and 
the mainland run the Mud river and 
New Teakettle creek. 


Great Manor House in Spanish Style. 


“On the forest edge of the east 
side of the island is the manor house 
with a beautiful vista down to the 
ocean beach. It was built with every 


time settlement, however, used the 
older spelling ‘Sapeloe,’” which the 
present owner has adopted as the 
spelling of his island address. : 

Large Game Preserve Maintained. 

“A considerable area of Sapelo is 
uncultivated and is maintained as a 
game preserve stocked with deer, wild 
turkeys, wild peacocks, pheasants and 
other fowls. Among the interesting 
feathered denizens are Chacalacas, rel- 
atives of pheasants, which have been 
introduced from Mexico with the co- 
operation of the United States Biologi- 
cal survey. One of the most efficient 
of Coffin’s game wardens is a middle- 
aged negro woman who, mounted on 
her mule, patrols miles of the isle 
from dawn until nightfall. 

“The Sea islands of- Georgia have 
played an important part in American 
history. They were among the first 
bits of land on the south Atlantic 
coast on which settlements were estab- 
lished, because all of them have areas 
of firm ground 20 to 40 feet above the 
sea, whereas broad areas of the sea- 
ward edge of the mainland = are 
marshy. 

Spaniards First Settlers. 


“Spaniards were the first comers, 
moving up the coast by water from 
Cuba not many years after the voy- 
ages of Columbus. They organized the 
region as the District. of Gaule, a 
part of -th province of La Florida. 
Soldier and padre wént hand in hand 
in the Spanish scheme of settlement, 
as later in Texas and California. 
Missions were established by the Je- 
suits on four of the islands: San Jose 
on Sapelo, San Pedro on Cumberland, 
San Buenaventura on St. Simon’s, 
and’ Santa Catalina on St. Cather- 
ine’s, There was in addition one mis- 
sion on the mainland, Santo Domingo 
at Talaje. These missions were estab- 
lished in 1568, soon after St. Augus- 
tine was founded and long before mis- 
sions were built in Texas and Cali- 
tornia. 

“Religious and literary history were 
written on the Sea islands. Brother 
Domingo, one of the early Jesuits, 
wrote a Gaule grammar soon after the 
founding of the missions, the first 
book, it is believed, to be written in 
America. And in 1606 the first pas- 
toral visit to an American religious 
group was made by =the bishop of 
Cuba when he visited the island mis- 
sions. 

“As in all early American settle- 
ments, there was trouble with the In- 
dians .on the Sea islands, and several 
times the missionaries were driven 
away or killed. The settlements were 
maintained, however, for more than 
a century. 

French Once Seized Region. 


“During one period in the sixteenth 
century after the Spaniards had re- 
tired a French force moved in and 
renamed all the streams of the Geor- 
gia mainjand for the rivers of France.

Bloody Marsh, and win- 
ning it, finally wrung the Sea islands 
and most of Georgia from Spain. Re- 
mains of the old fort of Frederica, 
near which the engagement was 
fought, still stand. 

‘“Sapelo, with several adjoining is- 
lands, passed into the possession of a 
group of French noblemen in 1790

Airplanes are being used in a grow-

Messages Help. 

It is no exaggeration to state that 
the eyes of the nation are on Geor- 
gia Tech’s football team this afternoon 
and that Georgia Tech is playing its 
most important football game. The 
team is mechanically perfect or it 
couldn't have gotten as far as it is 
today. But the will to win has a 
great deal to do with game, so. ex- 
perts say, and this gesture on the part 
of the southern conference schools will 
help a great deal towards imbuing 
the will to win more firmly in the 
Tech players’ minds.

The coast sports writers and citizens of this great country have 
mixed a bit of natural ego, a few caps of arrogance and a lot of con- 
fidence together to make a brew that may be a very bitter drink tomor- 
row night. If it turns out right the drinlé may be sweet as nectar but 
if things don’t go just as the natives wish there will be little drinking of 
brews. 


These pieces in the coast papers that select California to win, 
would have no effect on the psychology of the situation if they 
simpiy stated the facts and dropped the subject. Every man has . 
a perfect right to his opinions whether it be on politics or football 
but the coast writers have flung a challenge at the pride of Dixie 
that will be answered. They have characterized the southerners 
as fragile because they are outweighed by the Californians. They 
have said that the team from Dixie looks lethargic under the 
influence of the warmer climate and they have said that Coach 
Alexander is pursuing the wrong course in training. 3 


That last accusation is a cardinal sin according to the members of 
the Golden Tornado. Now in case you don’t know it, let us tell you 
that ifCoach Alex were to tell any one of the boys to hang himself to 
a goal post that boy would immediately get a rope and try to do it. 


Just now the players are crabbing at Alex for cutting down 
on their sightseeing trips and not allowing them many privileges 
during this. training period but that is just the natural reaction 
of nerves grown taut with anticipation of a great athletic test.

Green found Wilkinson in his office 
when he returned early Monday after- 
noon, and when he told Wilkinson 
that he could do nothing further for 
him with regard to a loan, the latter 
drew a gun from his overceat sleeve 
and opened fire, Green said. During 
a struggle for possession of the gun, 
Green was wounded in the left side, 
and Wilkinson, believing that he 
had fatally wounded Green, turned the 
gun on himself with the last shot, 
Green asserted. 

Stating that he had known Wilkin- 
son for 20 or 25 years, Green told 
how Wilkinson approached him some 
months ago and requested a loan of 
$4,000 on his house. Wilkinson said 
that the house was appraised at a 
value of $6,000, and Green told him 
that he believed that he could nego- 
tiate the loan for him, Green said. 

Loan Not Obtained. 

Green was unable to obtain the $4,- 
000 loan which Wilkinson wasted, 
however, and Wilkinson, claiming that 
he had gone ahead and predicated his 
actions on Green's promise to obtain 
the loan, had become involved finan- 
cially, according to his statement to 
Green, the mortgage company official 
said, 4 
Green stated that during last Sep- 
tember Wilkinson asked him about 


‘the loan, but was told that it had not 
‘vet been arranged. 


Later on, during 


and took steps to find out how he 
could protect himself. J. Walter Le-

vised him not to see Wilkinson un- 
less he had at least two witnesses in 
his office, Green said. 

Green said that he had kept a gun 
at his office for protection for a short 
time, but recently Wilkinson's fail- 
ure to appear had made him believe 
that there was no reason to expect 
trouble.

When he asked 
Wilkinson what he wanted, Wilkin- 


son, who had his hand in his pocket, 
drew out a long legal affidavit, and 
asked Green to read it. 

When he had finished reading the 
document Wilkinson asked him if he 
had stated the facts correctly, Green 
anid. Green asked Wilkinson what he 
planned to do, and Wilkinson said 
that he wanted Green to give him 
$3.000 and take over his $4,000 equity 
in the house, Green said. Green told 
him that this was ridiculous, and ad- 
vised him to go to court and sue if 
he thought that Green or the com- 
pany owed him anything, Green stated. 


Found Wilkinson in Office. 


He did not see anything of Wilkin- 
son for some weeks until Monday- 
when be returned to the office and 
found that Wilkinson was waiting 
for him in his private office. 
After handling a business’ mat- 
ter far a cugtomer Green went into 
his office and #®w Wilkinson, who de- 
manded to know what Green was go- 
ing to do about the loan.

Among those who till the soil, the 
vicissitudes besetting their operations 
eventually become commonplace. But 
more impatience is manifest than here- 
tofore, because of the increased knowl- 
edge of factors that tend to better 
business in farming. Fighting those 
arch enemies, the pests and the bugs, 
gambling with the weather, the strug- 
gle to protect and raise to maturity 
the growing crops becomes a very part 
of the planter’s life and this eterna! 
war is being carried on now with 
more skill on the part of the fatmer 
than ever before. 

In 1928 the battle between the 
cotton grower. and the pests waged 
fiercely. The boll weevil was on a 
rampage and losses from his depreda- 
tions were the heaviest since the 
first few years after the pest spread 
through the cotton belt. Although cot- 
ton was planted on about 46,700,000 
acres, an increase of 11.4 per cent 


over the acreage planted last year, 
the cotton crop in the United States 
approximated 14,373,000 bales of 500 
pounds gross weight. When it is un- 
derstood that this is over a million 
bales larger than the crop in 1927, it 
will be seen that some progress was 
made by the planter during 1928. 
Cotton prices, however, were lower 
generally than prevailed in 1927. but 
the later months of tht year produced 
more strength in quotations. And 
since the production is greater than 
1927, the outlook for cotton incomes 
is encouraging. 

The yield of lint cotton per acre was 
estimated. at 151.8 pounds in 1928. 
reompared with 154.5 in 1927 and 155.8 
as the five-year average.

TOBACCO PRODUCTION 
UP; QUALITY POORER 


The year 1928 saw an increase in 
the production of most types of to- 
baeco. Responding to thé generally 
favorable prices of 1927, acreage was 
greatly increased. 

Tobaeco yields averaged about 728 
pounds per acre during the year. and 
this compares with a ten-year average 
of 785 pounds and with an average 
of 768 pounds in 1927. The produe- 
tion for 1928 approximated 1.346.566.- 
000 pounds, with 1.337.561,000 pounds 
as the ten-year average. 

The average quality of the tobacco 
crop for the country as a whole was 
the lowest for many 


compared with 80.5 per cent in 1927, 
‘and 80.6 per cent for the ten-year 
average. As far as the increased 
acreage goes. it is estimated that 1.- 
850,000 acres were harvested during 
the year 1928. compared with 1.577.- 
000 acres in 1927 ang. 1.728.000 acres 
as the five-year ave :

“Three hundred and thirty-six bil- 
lions of dollars!” 

Can you visualize the figure? Can 
you imagine how: large a box you 
would have to have to tuck it away 
in? 
That is the amount of the total 
wealth of the people of the United 
States as estimated by the national 
industrial conference board. “Slight- 
ly more than 336” is what they say. 
You and I would, no doubt, be satis- 
fied with the odd change. 

And thé beauty of it is that this 
sum is rapidly mounting. Three hun- 
dred and twenty billion in 1922 and 
three hundred and thirty-six billion in 
1928., Sixteen billion gain in six 
years! - 

Cheap dollars, to be sure, when 
measured by the purchasing power of 
the 1913 dollar. But even on this 
basis we have two hundred and twen- 
ty-four billions of 1913 dollars and in 
current dollars our-per capita wealth 
is $2,834, a total to the average fam- 
ily of five people of $14,170! 

Income Has Mounted. 

Income, too, has mounted in simi- 
lar fashion. We have added 50 per 
cent to the income of the people of 
the United States since 1922. It now 
stands at approximately 90 billion per 
year. To add to wealth and income 
im, this manner is like adding a cubit 
to one’s stature, which some well- 
meaning chap in the old days inti- 
mated could not be done. 

“Easy ceme and easy go” is the 
old saying. The pessimist will say 
that we are spending as fast or faster 
than we earn and that all of this 
wealth means just an era of extrava- 
gance, luxury chasing. installment 
credit and universal indebtedness. 

But, if having money does not mean 
using money, what's the use of having 
it? A thousand good things, that the 
man had not dreamed of 10 or W 
years ago, are part of the customary 
outfit of the average family today. 
As we get richer the standards of 
living mount. Taste improves. Wants 
multiply and the means of gratifying 
the wants is at hand. So we take 
care of the wants. Thus we tend to 
become civilized. To name just one 
little extravagance—we hare more 
and better and bigger sympliony or- 
chestras than any nation on earth!

Living Costs 
Show Decline 
During 1928 


\ 
Dollar Worth 58.8 Cents as 
Compared to Pre- 

War $1. 


Living costs, accordjng to .the 
United States bureau of labor statis- 
tics, have dropped some during the 
past year. The level of these in June, 


1928, was 70 per cent above pre-war, 
as compared with 73.4 per cent in 
June a year ago. 

When the December, 1928, figures 
eeme in they will show that part of 
this 3.4 per cent drop has been lost. 
This will be due, mainly, to increases 
in the cost of food. But when the 
food increase has been taken care of 
the total figure will still be below 
that of June, 1927, or of December, 
1927. 

It is necessary to go back to the 
summer of 1924 to find the post-war 
low point in living costs. The coun- 
try was about at that figure again, 
in the June reports for 1928. From 
that low of the 1924 summer, living 
costs went to a high in the end of 
1925 which was equal to the summer 
of 1921. Evidently the downward 
trend has been resumed and prices 
are again at the low point. The prob- 
ability is that the first part of 1929 
will see present levels retained and 
perhaps raised a litfle, and if one 
were to make a long guess at the 
record for the last half of 1929. it 
would be that the downward trend 
would again be resumed and that the 
end of 1929 would find living costs 
still lower, making perhaps a new low 
point for the entire post-war period. 

These figures mean more when they 
are stated in terms of what a dollar 
will buy. In June of this last year a 
dollar would buy, in cost of living 
items, 58.8 certs, compared with $1 
in 1914. In June, 1927. a dollar 
would buy 57.8 cents worth. These 
fignres are to be compared with the 
Luying power of a dollar in June. 
1920, when it stood at 46.2 cents.

OUTLOOK BRIGHT 


1928 Bond Market Recov- 

ery Came Late Follow- 
ing Sag Due to Over- 
Supply. — 


The year 1928 saw a mixed trend 
in the bond market. Due to higher 
money rates, unparalleled activity in 
the stock market, and a partial ces- 
sation of public buying, the market 
sagged in May and June, and since 
then has made:a partial recovery. 

The trend at the beginning of the 
year was substantially the same as 
in the past four years. -Bonds con- 
tinued to rise. Investment bankers, 
taking advantage of the temporary 
low money rates of the federal re- 
serve banks, brought out larger an‘ 
larger issues of bonds each week. 
Monthly totals of offerings reached 
figures unthought of before. Public 
buying was excellent, and the issues 
which did not sell regularly, were 
pushed on the shelves, and the efforts 


tof the salesmen turned to fhose is- 


sues which moved the fastest. The 
work of selling such laggard bonds 
was not’ worthwhile when the bankers 
could make money easily by merely 
bringing out an issue which was more 
attractive. 

Such a condition of affairs could 


not last long. Following the raise in 
the rediscount rate to 4 per cent, then 
4 1-2 per cent and finally 5 per cent, 
the stock market corrected itself by 
suffering a fairly drastie decline of 
liquidation, which though sharp, was 
not prolonged. ‘The bond market re- 
flected lessened public confidence, 
higher money rates, and an over-suj- 
ply of good issues by sagging. off at 
the same time. Another factor in 
the let-down was that in order to 
tighten up on federal reserve credit 
the central banks had been forced to 
liquidate their holdings of bonds, 
This made a bad condition worse, in- 
creasing the supply of sound issues 
to the poigt of over-saturating the 
market. 
Retovery Was Late. | 

Although the stock market staged 
an early recovery from the lows es- 
tablished on Juné@ 15, the bond mar- 
ket, due to the fact that investment 
houses were concentrating on the stale 
issues which they had on their shelves 
and were trying to move them before 
a more drastic decline took place, did 
not show any signs of stabilization 
until late in August and early in 
September. At that time new issues 
had fallen off drastically in number, 
the total in July being only $115,000,- 
000 and the lowest amount for five 
years. Furthermore, most of the old 
issues had been moved, and the bank- 
ers were lending their money on call 
in the New York market. 

Among other factors assisting if 
this leveling off in the bond market 
was institutional buying, investment 
buying by far-sighted individuals, and 
speculative buying of convertible an. 
warrant bonds. The institutioys were 
buying because bond yields had fallen 
below stock yields, a condition whica 
according to. precedent could not last 
long, and which called for a correc- 
tion upward in bonds, and downward 
in stocks. Investment buying by intli- 
viduals went on, due to the fact that 
many people believed the bottom of 
the decline had been reached, and that 
the moment was an excellent oppor- 
tunity to buy sound issues at a de 
cided reduction ‘from net worth 
values. Speculative buying was staged 
mostly in issues in which opportun- 
ties were offered to exchange bonds 
for stock, the stocks represented by 
the bonds having been boomed on the 
stock exchange. 

In the latter part of the year fun- 
damental factors changed also. Credit 
conditions, due to the reversal of the 
.exporting movement in gold begun in 
the fall, commenced to ease. Some 
gold has actually been bought in the 
open market in England and brought 
to this side of the Atlantic. The 
amount is insignificant in the face 
of the large exports which were made 
possible by the federal reserve board's 
reduction in 1927 of the rediscount 
rate, but the fact made clear by these 
imports is that further large inroads 
on our gold reserve are extremely un- 
likely in the future. New issues of 
desirable securities have increased 
from the low of July, but the cax- 
tious attitude of originating houses 
points out the truth they have learned 
that the market cannot be rushed as 
to its demand and supply ratio. The 
third influencing, factor has been the 
stock market. *In the fall months 
of 1928 its unparalleled. activity and

The past year on the stock ex- 
changes’ of the country smashed all 
records from the point of view of 
volume and price fluctuations, The 
physical reporting of sales was so far 
behind at times that traders had to 
suspend operations, their hands were 
tied.

ing to permit specialists to straighten 
out their books. Wall street, the cen- 
ter of this maelstrom, usually quiet 
and. dark after 5 o’clock was often 
ablaze of light while harassed book- 
keepers and clerks labored night after 
night to keep their records up to date. 

The last few days of 1927 was the 
culmination of a rise which actually 
ended on January 2.

The Associated Press aver- 
age of 20 industrials was carried up 
2.30 points, equaling its high recori 
at 258.33 estublished November :30, 
in contrast to the year low of 178.54. 
Total sales aggregated 4,851,400 
shares. The volume of business ‘de- 
layed the ticker more than half an 
hour at the close of business an:l 
most of the floor traders were kept 
too busy during the final hour to par- 
ticipate in the confetti throwing and 
Christmas party which is an annual 
event of the floor toward the _ close 
of the last session of the year. 

Call money held at 12 per cent 
throughout the day, the highest level 
of the year and for seven preceding 
years, but the fact that it has been 
kept from going higher during the 
heavy year-end demand for funds gave 
the bulls something to celebrate. 
Banks called $50,000,000 in loans, but 
the high rate quickly attracted ade- 
quate replacement funds. The unusu- 
ally high rate for time money, which, 
as indicating rio real easy money 
early in 1929, have caused some un- 
easiness, showed little or no easing 
tendencies.

PROSPECT {5 GOOD

During 1928, the electrical industry 
continued that steady growth which 
has characterized it for the past 20 
years with the exception of a brief 
period following the war.

IN 8-YEAR-OLD MURDER 


BY WILLARD R. SMITH, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Madison, Wis., December 31.— 


(United News.)—The eight-year-old 
farmer, 
was reenacted today in the office of 
Governor Fred R. Zimmerman by 


Bartovich, of La Crosse. 

Beier. serving a life sentence in 
prison for the shooting, appeared be- 
fore the governor and begged clem- 
ency after relating his bee of the 
circumstances leading up to the slay- 


ing. 

Mrs. Biesen enticed him when he| 
was a young boy on a neighboring: 
farm, the prisoner related, telling him, 
“John, you’re mine.” She was sent 
to prison for two years on a statu- 
tory charge following revelations in 


Beier broke out of a closet in the 
Biesen home where she kept. him hid- 
den for four months unknown to her 
husband and shot the farmer as the 


latter advanced with a butcher knife, 
he told the governor. 
“John, Shoot Him Again.” 

“John, shoot him again,” he said 
Mrs. Beisen told him, handing him 
a shotgun after he had dropped his re- 
volver with which the first shot was 
fired. 

“In my weakened power of mind, 
she had me so far down I had no 
resistance whatever,” Beier said, act- 
ing out the firing of both shots. 

Dist:ict Attorney Lawrence Brody, 
of La Crosse county, was present at 
the hearing in the executive chambers. 
He declined to comment on the pos- 
sibility of action against the woman 
if the governor accepts Beier’s story 
as a true version. 

The pair’s relations began when 
Beier was 17 and Mrs. Beisen was 
30, and continued until after the 
shooting of Beisen, which: occurred 
shortly after Beier’s 21st birthday, 
he said. The youth attempted to 
end this relationship when neighbors 
beran to talk about her attention to 
him, and withdrew $700 from _ tiie 
bank to go to South Dakota. , On the 
way to the station he stopped to say 
goodbye to the woman. 

She iniuced him to stay “for a 
night or two” and locked him in the 
closet which then became his home 
for the next four months, Beier said. 
This fact is supported by her admis- 
sion in previous hearing of the cas>.

BELGRADE CABINE! 
SURRENDERS OFFICE 


Belgrade, December 31.— (£) —It 
was officially announced that the 
govrnment of Premier Anton Koro- 
shetz had resigned. King Alex- 
ander still is suffering from a slight 
cold and will not act on the resig- 
nation for several days. 

In the meantime, it is believed in 
political circles that attempts will 
be made to replace the four-party 
coalition with a three-party eombine 
and carry on the policies of the late 
government. Kiouba Davidovich, 
leader of the national. democratic 
party which had supported the gov- 
ernment and other poNtical leaders 
are understood to be in favor of re 
establishing relations with Zagreb, 
capital of Croatia. Rumors persist 
that Croatian political leaders’ are 
prepared to come to Belgrade and 
confer with the King regarding a 
solution of the crisis. 

Premier Koroshetz, who heads the 
Slovenian clerical party, formed his 
cabinet last July in an effort to 
solve the crisis resulting from the 
deaths of Stefan Raditch, Croatian 
peasant leader, and his nephew, Paul 
Raditch, who were shot by a govern- 
ment deputy in the national assem- 
bly at Belgrade last June. 

The shooting caused an acute sit- 
uation at Zagreb where the Croatians 
met and decided not to participate 
further in the parliament at Belgrade. 
In September the executive commit- 
tee of the Croat party promulgated 
a national boycott decree against the 
Belgrade government and all its ac- 
tive members and supporters. The 
Croats aspire to autonomy and some 
of their leaders espouse absolute sep- 
aration from Yugo-Slavia.

DAWN OF 1929-FINDS 
RADIO USE EXTENDED 


BY MARTIN CODEL. 
(Written exclusively for The Constitution and 
the North American Newspaper Alliance.) 

Washington, December 31.—Radio 
enters the new year with the exten- 
sion of its use in communications 
holding uppermost interest for the 
wire and wireless worlds. Radio 
telegraphy has conquered the seven 
seas aud radio telephony has spanned 
the broad Atlantic. Both in 1929 
will make their formal debuts as enr- 
riers of code and voice between in- 


land points, and both will be applied | 


to aeronautics to furnish additional 
safeguards for America’s flving argo- 
sies. 

Broudeasting, a more intimate 
phase of radio in the life of the aver- 
age citizen, presents relatively simple 
problems and none fraught with the 
same profound economic, political and 
diplomatic consequences.

Allocations Outstanding Develop- 
ments. 


Outstanding among all radio de- 
velopments of 1928 were the b road- 
cast and short wave allocations, the 
extension of trans-oceanic radio teleg- 
raphy and radio telephony services 
and the application of radio to air- 
craft in flight. Further developments 
along the paths described by these ef- 
forts will oecupy the best genius ra- 
dio can command during 1929. Their 
problems will he less discussed in the 
popular prints than th. social aspects 
of radio instruction and entertainment 
but they will be fully as important. 

The broadcast reallocation. shonk: 
lead to new designs in radio receiv- 
ers, primarily to evaluate more equal- 
lv the whole range of wave ‘lengths. 
Nothing radical is presaged in home 


‘reception, unless it is the long-prom- 


ised --ired radio programs transmit- 
ted

radio. A practical demonstration of 
wired radio is scheduled to take place 
in Cleveland early this year, and then 
the North American publie utility 
group proposes to offer it to all its 
customers and te furnish the service 
to other public utility companies.

Auto- 
motive and building industries were 
the backbone of this record-breaking 
activity, Dr. Klein-finds. 


JULIUS KLEIN, 
Director Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce, Department 
of Commerce. 

The year 1928 closed with domes- 
tie business larger than ever before 
and foreign trade in exceptional 
volume, and there is every indica- 
tion that the high levels of recent 
months will be carried into the new 


year. The output of farm crops dur- 
ing 1928 was about 5 per cent larger 
than in the preceding year, and in- 
dustrial production showed an even 
greater inerease. Exports of mer- 
chandise were larger than in any 
year since 1920, exceeding five bil- 
lion dollars. 

The automotive and constructict 
industries coutinued throughout 1928 
to be the back-leg of America’s pros- 
perity. Automobile production was 
larger than in any earlier year and 
contracts for future construction 
showed a _ substantial growth. The 
activity of these industries has re- 
sulted in a greatly increased demand 
for mary related products, such as 
steel, cement, rubber tires and refined 
petroleum. 

The heavy outflow of gold in the 
first half of 1928 resulted in a con- 
siderable change in the money situa- 
tion, 


Construction Declines. 


Construction operations which de- 
clined slightly in 1927 showed another 
large expansion during the year just 
finishéd. Contracts for new  con- 
struction increased in value by al- 
most 7 per cent, as larger awards for 
r:~idences, industrial buildings, public 
works and utilities, and educational 
buildings more than offset the de- 
creases in other types of construction. 
These expanding operations resalted 
in a larger output of structural steel, 
brick, cement, and many other build- 
ing materials. Lumber cut, on the 
other hand, decreased for the third 
successive year. 

Agricultural output has shown al- 
most as great an increase as manufac- 
turing during the past year. The to-

ments of the past half century. 

The meeting held recently adopted 
the following resolution: 

“Resolved, that we heartily endorse

One of Major Activit 
of Chamber. 


Aviation and the development i 


Candler’ field, Atlanta’s airport, will 
be one of the major activities of the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce during 
the year 1929, atcording to Jonathan 
Woody, newly elected president of the 
organization. 

Mr. Woody Monday commended city 
council, in a letter to Mayor I. N. 
Ragsdale, for its approval of plans 
for the purchase and development of 


Candler field and also commented 
upon the assistance which has been 
given by Fulton county in a letter 
to the commissioners. Mr. 
urged on both council and the Ful- 
ton county commission that the plans 
form improvement of Candler field be 
provided for in the 1929 appropria- 
tion, and pledged any aid that could 
be given by the Junior Chamber. 

In commenting upon the vital need 
for the purchase and development of 
Candler field Mr. Woody pointed out 
the fact that the operator of the 
New York-Atlanta-Miami air mail 
line now is prepared to spend $300,- 
000 at Candler field: on hangars and 
equipment. 

“This enormous investment, which 
amounts to more than three times as 
much as has been spent on the field, 
is impossible until a part of the pro- 
posed expausion is carried out,” Mr. 
Woody said. 

“such cities as Greensboro, N. C., 
and Spartanburg, 8S. C., have provided 
fields that will. care for aviation 
growth for many years to come, At- 
lanta has nothing to wait for and 
need not even have faith in the fu- 
ture since airmail and passenger lines 
already have outgrown the present fa- 
cilities at Candler field.’ 

“With Birmingham, Augusta, and 
many other southern cities making the 
strong bid for the southern center of 
aviation, it behooves Atlanta to clinch 
its opportunities to become the avia- 
tion hub by purchasing and expanding 
what can made into one of the 
country’s finest airports. 

“Within less than a year airmail 
has become such a vital factor in the 
transportation of Atlanta’s business 
and personal correspondence that more 
than 6,000 miles of air lines now have 
Atlanta as their central point. 

“If Atlanta is to become an avia- 
tion center as it is now a rail cen- 
ter, it must at least match the fields 
that are being provided by other 
southern cities,” Mr. Woody declared. 

The establishment of a monthly 
publication, The Atlanta Spirit, for- 
mation of an aviation committee, con- 
tinuation of the work of eradication 
of the “loan-shark” evil, the addition 
of more than 300 new members and 
active work in a Jarge number of cam- 
paigns for the upbuilding of Atlanta, 
were among the more outstanding 
achievements of .the junior chamber 
of commerce during the past year as 
set forth in the annual report of N.
